Veterans Attended Services at Free Church With Sermon 
by Rev. F. A. Wilson. Splendid Oration at Town 
Hall by Hon. Archie N. Frost 


Andover’s observance of Decoration Day was on a wider scale this year, 
including as it did, the participation by the Boy Scouts for the first time; and with 
the rapidly thinning ranks, the duty of preserving the memory of the sacrifice of 
the Boys in Blue will soon be in the hands of the younger generation. The weather 
interfered somewhat with the observance Tuesday, but not enough to prevent the 
program as arranged from being carried out. 

Services at Free Church 

Sunday morning the members of William F. Bartlett Post 99, G.A.R. with 
the members of the Woman’s Relief Corps and the Sons of Veterans attended the 
annual memorial services at the Free Church. Rev. F. A. Wilson preached an 
appropriate sermon and special music was excellently rendered by the senior and 
junior choirs with Edwin G. Booth organist. 

Rev. Mr. Wilson took for his text Isaiah 2:4, “‘ Nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.’’ He spoke in part as 
follows:

A Tribute 


SARAH KITTREDGE 


April 27, 1916 


On the afternoon of the first day of 

May, the kindred and friends of Sarah, 
daughter of Thomas and Hannah 
Hodges Kittredge gathered in the an- 
cestral home in North Andover as their 
tribute to a memory they deeply cher- 
ished. This home, a splendid type of 
some of the best. architecture America 
has produced, has sent forth generation 
after generation of men to relieve the 
world’s suffering and  distress—and 
women of grace and usefulness.

“Tt is probably safe to say,’ remarked 
the president of a manufacturing com- 
pany in Boston, “that none of us passes 
through a day without some assistance 
or some comfort derived from the 


; numerous applications of electricity to

The Coming Town Meeting 

The town meeting for the 12th of 
June has several important matters 
before it to which the public should give 
a lot of attention. We have a notion, 
however, that one important matter 
isn’t coming before it that really ought 
to, and that is the question of whether 
or not under present conditions the 
town is justified in going ahead with the 
building of a new high school building. 
The writer anticipated present condi- 
tions in the motion that was passed at 
the close of the annual meeting, but 
only in a measure, for conditions that 
seemed to be promised then, have been 
more than realized and the present 
situation is even more serious than it 
was feared it might be. 

Under these-conditions we cannot

times. Of course the town needs a new 
high school building. It needs it serious- 
ly, but well might it ponder whether it 
needs it badly enough to justify spend- 
ing twenty-five to forty per cent more 
for the construction of such a building * 
at the present time than would >be 
necessary in two years from now. Cer- 
tainly no harm could be done if some 
way should be found by which this 
matter could be discussed even infor- 
.mally, and the temper of the citizens 
carefully determined before the work 
is actually undertaken. We commend 
such a course to the committee, and 
trust that we do not appear to be inter- 
fering with their prerogatives in making 
the suggestion.

Citizens of Andover Invited to Join 
the Nation Wide Movement for 
Preparedness. Many Local 
Men Members 


The Essex County Rifle Club, or- 
ganized under by-laws ‘approved by the 
Secretary of War to encourage military 
rifle and pistol practice and to develop 
marksmen in Essex County, invites to 
membership every man in the County 
interested in its aims. Its one motive is 
“love of country and a clear conviction 
of each man’s inestimable privilege and 
sacred duty to do his full share in carry- 
ing her historic ideals of liberty, justice 
and good will to their natural and full 
fruitage in the brotherhood of nations.’’ 

Any citizen of the United States over 
sixteen years of age is eligible to mem- 
bership on vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee and on payment of the initiation 
fee of $1.00 and annual dues of $3.00 
payable on or before the first day of 
February in each year. All applications 
for membership shall be made direct to 
the Secretary. 

Arrangements have been made to 
have Sergeant-A, E. Flower, 30th In- 
fantry U. S. Army, come to Andover, 
during his three months furlough ending 
the last of June, on Wednesday after- 
noons and evenings. In the afternoons 
he is in charge of rifle shooting in con- 
nection with Phillips Academy and in 
the evenings, through the courtesy of 
the Academy, the Essex County Rifle 
Club is privileged to use the Rifle 
Range in the basement of Pierson Hall 
for indoor practice. later on, outdoor 
practice will be held either at the Wake- 
field Range or if arrangements can be 
made, at -the Frye Village Range.

Real Horse Power 


Here, you high school students, is a 
fine mathematical problem based on a 
feat performed in San Francisco one 
day in February. The feat which we 
describe was performed on a Sunday, 
so as to avoid the congested wagon and 
motor truck traffic of the week days. 

Thousands of churchgoers and Sab- 
bath morning pedestrians watched two 
40-horse teams pulling two giant cable- 
reels mounted on huge trucks from the 
American Steel & Wire Company, Six- 


teenth and Folsom streets, to the plant’ 


of the California Street Railway Com- 
pany, Hyde and California streets. 

The largest of the cables, including 
the great reel carriage, weighed 26 tons. 
Horsepower, as is generally known, is 
a standard theoretical unit of the rate 
of work, equal to 33,000 pounds lifted 
one foot high in one minute. 

The forty horses moved the giant 
cable of twenty-six tons, or 52,000 
pounds, a mile and a half, or 7,920 
feet, in 60 minutes. 

The problem is how much horsepower 
was actually expended during the mov- 
ing of the cable, 

The largest cable is 18,000 feet long. 
It will be used in California Street, 
between Presidio Avenue and Hyde 
Street. The smaller cable weighs nine- 
teen tons and is 14,000 feet long. It 
will be used to pull cars between Drumm 
and Hyde streets. The two cables cost 
$10,000, and their life-time covers about 
fifteen months.

words found in the second chapter of 
Isaiah, the fourth verse, “Nation shall 
not lift up sword against nation; neither 
shall they learn war any more.” That 
is a time all of us would like-to see, but 
how many of us believe it will ever. come? 
The prospect for it at present certainly 
does not seem bright. The highest 
resources of science are called into use 
in this war, zeppelins, submarines, 
poisonous gases, etc. Nations seek to 
outdo each other in death dealing devices 
and all because the country calls, the 
Country and the King. Turn back to 
the old prophesy of Isaiah again. Was 
there ever a time when it looked less 
like fulfillment than in his own day? 
Isaiah lived in a time when war was 
almost constant, when the rule was that 
“might makes right.” The world has 
made marked progress towards peace 
since the time of Isaiah in spite of the 
present set-back. The present outlook 
of the war is discouraging, but when the 
war ends as it must before long, we will 
find that all gain towards peace has not 
been lost and certain questions will be 
settled that will make progress in world 
peace much more rapid than ever 
before. 


I trust that every one of us like Isaiah, 
jeves in a supreme being who is really 
govétning this world, and that through 
all the perplexing experiences was His 
eternal cse of good. We should all 
continue to pray with increasing earnest- 
ness, “Thy kingdom come Thy will be 
done on earth as it is in heaven.” 
Men must cooperate with God. Let us 
never doubt that sometime his kingdom 
will come on earth and nations will 
learn war no more. 


One writer has said, “Universal peace 
can exist only when one countsy is so 


powerful that‘ it dominates all the’ 


others, or when the chief nations stand 
on such a footing of equality that none 
dares to offend its neighbors and the 
minor powers are protected by the 
jealousies of the greater.” But there 
is only one way to bring permanent 
peace and that is the rule of good will; 
when individual and nation shall seek, 
not only his own welfare but the welfare 
of others; when every nation shall strive 
not only to live, and to let live but to 
help others live; when each nation shall 
cooperate with other nations in the 
uplift of humanity. Instead of Ger- 
many against all the world, Great 
Britain against all the world, America 
for itself against all the world, is the 
better slogan “ America for Humanity.” 


Our states settled the question of our 
united nation, and you veterans of the 
G.A.R. risked your lives and helped to 


establish our national life. There is a 
higher aim for the nation. It is that of 
internationalism. This cannot be 


gained at once; it takes time for higher 
ideals to control people or nations. We 
are not ready for internationalism yet. 
Human freedom was not won at once. 
Nationalism is the great call now, in- 
crease our tetritory, our power, no 
matter how it effects other nations. 
Preparedness to a certain degree is 
necessary, but for a high minded nation 
like the United States, it should be 
only for defence and never for aggres- 
sion. Our chief aim should be the 
promotion of peace; preparedness for 
war should be only secondary. We be- 
lieve in preparedness but not in mili- 
tarism. Let us make our nation as 
strong and stable as possible. Let us 
look through nationalism to the good 
of the whole world. We can help by 
putting ourselves into the other. nation’s 
place and trying to get her point of view. 
America can take a prominent part in 
universal peace by showing other na- 
tions what she has done in preserving 
international peace for 100 years. 
America has shown her spirit of help- 
fulness during the war by the millions 
of dollars she has sent across the seas 
and other services given. 


Members’ of the Grand Army, we 
honor you veterans of the civil war for 
your loyalty to the nation. Your self- 
sacrifice was not merely for our nation, 
it was for the cause of humanity. May 
your successors never fight in a less 
worthy cause. May we in America help 
to bring the reign of the ‘“‘Prince of 
Peace on Earth” and hasten the time 
when the nations shall learn war no 
more.

England was not a nation until the 
first step towards nationalization was 
taken at Runnymede when the Magna 
Charta of English liberty wds forced 
from King John. France was not a 
nation until under the dread inspiration 
of the French Revolution, law and 
order emerged from chaos, and Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity was born for 
all her people. Nor was Germany a 
nation until the full measure of union 
was realized under the leadership of the 
Prussian. Nationalism was not born 
when the band of pioneers crossed the 
trackless ocean for a new world. The 
compact in the cabin of the Mayflower 
did not bring it, nor did Yorktown. 
These were only attributes of a nation. 
Within there was sectionalism and its 
altending results. There might have 
existed a north and a south with re- 
ciprocal trade relations, but the nation- 
alism would have been lacking. But 
time came when hundreds of thousands 
of men backed by a patriotism larger 
than nationalism itself brought into 
Being the real America. At Appomatox 
was born a new nation united under one 
common flag and one common country.

How One Novelist Wrote 


Frank Norris, the well-known author 
of “The Pit,” “The Octopus” and 
“WVandover and the Brute,” once sent 
a letter to Ward Macauley, the Detroit 
book seller, in answer to cegtain general 
questions about Norris’ writing. 

“Don’t believe fiction writer should 
shut himself up in his profession,” the 
letter says in part. ‘Novels can’t be 
written from the closet or study. 
You've got to live your stuff. Believe 
novelists of all people should take in- 
terest in contemporary movements, 
politics, international affaits, the big 
things in the world, 

“T write with great difficulty, but 
have managed somehow. to accomplish 
forty short stories. (all published in 
fugitive fashion) and five novels within 
the last three years, and a lot of special 
unsigned articles, Believe my forte is 
the novel. Don't like to write, but 
like having written. 

“Hate the effort of driving pen from 
line to line, work only three hours a 
day, but work every day. Believe in 
blunt, crude Anglo-Saxon words, Some- 
times spend half an hour trying to get 
the right combination of one-half dozen 
words. Never rewrite stuff: do all 
hard work at first writing, only revise 
—very lightly—in typewritten copy.”

union troops were to pass. 

Mosby was consul to Hong Kong 
during the Hayes administration and 
later was appointed special agent in 
the general land office, a place 
which he held until his appointment 
by President Roosevelt as a special 
attorney in the department of justice.
